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Voters May Be Asked 
To Act On School 
Budget Deficit

The final item of business on the town 
meeting agenda may be a special appro- 
priation of up to $82,000 to cover a deficit in 
the current school budget — but school 
officials are hoping they will be able to 
withdraw that article on the floor of town 
meeting 

At the School Committee’s request, the 
Board of Selectmen reopened the town 
meeting warrant Monday night to insert an 
article that will ask voters to appropriate 
up to $82,000 to make up a shortfall in the 
$13.4 million fiscal ‘84 school budget 

Schoolman Donald Robb told the select- 
men the money might be needed to cover 
the cost of additional teachers hired last 
fall to alleviate overcrowding at South 
School, new bus routes added to take care of 
children who live in hazardous neighbor- 
hoods, and problems with the electrical 
heating system at Andover High School 
during December and January. None of 
those expenses were anticipated when the 
school budget was formulated last year, he 
Salad 

With four months remaining in the fiscal 
year, the deficit figure is constantly chang 
ing, and was estimated at $67,757 as of 
Monday, Robb said. (Tuesday night, the 
school business manager said the deficit 
$35.000 to $40,000 
He explained that school officials hope to

reduce the deficit to zero by June 30, and 
very likely will not need to take advantage 
vf the warrant article. It may very well be 
withdrawn by the school committee at town 
meeting 

The selectmen voted unanimously to re 
pen the warrant and insert the article 


Article 6 but were not happy about the 
rospect of a budget deficit: They indicated 
t they were inserting the article as a 
irtes to the school committee. and to 
ng the discussion before town meeting

Selectman Donn Byrne said funding a 
school deficit would amount to ‘‘borrowing 
money from the future — it will not be 
available for your fiscal '86 budget.’’ (Un- 
der the town’s ‘‘bucket’’ approach to deal- 
ing with Proposition 2% spending limits, 
money borrowed from this year's free cash 
account would be subtracted from next 
year’s budget total for both the town and 
schools. ) 

Byrne added that school officials need to 
use ‘‘a sharper pen on their budget 

Norma Gammon said funding the deficit 
would also hurt the fiscal 1986 budget on the 
town side, ‘‘reducing all our town budgets 
by that amount because they've overspent 
The police, fire, DPW will all have to re- 
duce next year (if the deficit is funded). We 
on the town side are going to have to swal 
low that 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert, who 
joined Robb before the selectmen, said the 
school budget did not include contingency 
funds for unexpected expenses, such as the 
need to hire additional teachers this year 
He said the school department has ‘‘pink- 
slipped’’ more than 100 employees under 
Prop. 2'2 and has been ‘‘cutting things very 
thin. I hope we're not pitting the fire de 
partment against teachers,’ he added 

During a school committee meeting Tue 
day night, the committee emphasized that 
they will not turn to town meeting for extra 
money if they can help it: ‘‘] don’t want to 
go to town with the articis

Early childhood developmental 
screening is a brief assessment 
procedure designed to identify 
children who may need further 
evaluation and educational inter- 
vention. Screening serves as the 
tirst step in an evaluation and in- 
tervention process that is intended 


to assist children in achieving 
their maximum potential. A devel- 
ypmental screening instrument 
urveys a child's abilities in areas 
such as language functioning, rea- 
soning, gross motor, fine motor /a- 
daptive and personal-social 
development. The intent of early 
childhood screening is to deter- 
mine quickly and efficiently 
whether there is a high risk that a 
child might not succeed in school 
unless he or she receives special 
educational or medical services 
Screening is only the initial 
phase of an educational assess- 
ment. For children who are sus- 
pected of having iearning 
problems, it is followed by evalua- 
tion and subsequently by specific 
intervention or remediation

Andover Illustrator Will 


Relive His Early Days 
As A Folksinger

The Kingston Trio, the Chad Mitchell 
Trio, the Lamplighters — those names stil! 
inspire sweet memories among folk music 
fans of the pre-Beatles sixties. And those 
were among the groups that inspired Ed 
Parker when he was one of ‘The Carpet- 
baggers,’’ a folksinging duo, while he was 
an Andover High School student 

He gave up performing some years ago to 
‘oncentrate on a career as an illustrator 
but Ed will reprise some of his favorite folk 
music, including vintage protest songs that 
are ‘‘still relevant today,’’ children’s songs 
‘humorous songs, and a little ‘Down Maine 
humor, Friday night during a special coffee 
house concert at South Church 

The 8 p.m. concert, open to the public 
will benefit the church’s organ restoration 
fund: admission is free, but donations will 
be accepted. The church organ, which once 
belonged to Phillips Academy, is more than 
100 years old and in need of a ‘‘complete 
Ed explains. His concert is one

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Historical Society Lecture To Be On Witchcraft 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 


Witchcraft! There is hardly a subject in all of 
American history that arouses such curiosity 
Witchcraft is the subject of the Andover Historical 
Society's annual memorial Lecture, ‘‘Entertaining 
Satan,’’ to be given by John P. Demos on March 15 
at the Kemper Auditorium, Phillips Academy at 8 
p.m. Admission is free. 

Based on his prize-winning book of the same 
name, ‘Entertaining Satan’ tells the story of 
witchcraft in early New England. During his re- 
search, which spanned the course of many years, 
Demos, chairman of the history department at 
Brandeis, uncovered every case of witchcraft in 
New England for which records still exist. 

From these records and other documents, Demos 
portrays life in a 17th century New England village 
and the role witchcraft played for its inhabitants. 
Who was accused of dealing with the devil? Why 
this one and not that one? What happened to the 
accused—and accusors? How did witchcraft affect 
the entire community? 

Demos paints vivid portraits. There is Rachel 
Clinton of Ipswich who fought in vain for her inheri- 
tance for 50 years and dies, an outcast, in a hut on 
Hay Island. John Godfrey, most unusually a male 
“witch,” lived in Andover and other Essex County 
towns, suing and being sued by practically every- 
body 

Soon after giving birth to her first child, poor 
Elizabeth Howell, a teenager, born to a wealthy 
family, died in the firm conviction that she was a 
victim of Goody Garlick’s witchcaft. Goody Garlick 
was later acquitted, but had to help pay court costs 
And her acquittal did not stop the gossip

Those accused of witchcraft, according to De- 
mos, were mostly female, middle-aged, not old, of 
low or changing social class and were frequently 
sued for slander, a serious crime in early New 
England. They were often in bitter conflict with 
their neighbors. 

Demos studied at Harvard, Oxford and Berkeley, 
as well as the Institute of Psychoanalysis in Chi- 
cago. He served in the Peace Corps in Ghana and is 
the author of several important works on Puritan 
history

Century-North Andover, Inc., will use proceeds 
from a $1.5 million bond to construct a 51,000 square 
boot building in the North Andover Business Park.

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Selectmen, Planners To Support 
Major Public Works Projects 


The Board of Selectmen and Planning 
Board have united behind the need for ma- 
jor public works improvements next year, 
including a new Riverina Road sewage 
pumping station, and will support three 
public works articles at town meeting next 
month. 


The selectmen Monday night voted to 
recommend approval of a $6.71 million re- 
quest to fund a new sewage pumping station 
(Article 21); $500,000 to expand the water 
treatment plant, doubling its capacity (Ar- 


ticle 22): and $80,000 to build a three-million 
gallon water distribution tank on Wood Hill 
(Article 23) 

The planners have also voted to recom- 
mend approval of those DPW articles, 
Chairman Margaret Bradshaw said this 
week. 

Reviewing the warrant Monday night, the 
selectmen also voted to recommend appro- 
val of several other articles, including two 
that would regulate ‘‘adult entertainment 
establishments’ (Articles 66 and 67). 

They also voted their approval of Article 


20, to transfer from available funds $33,586 
and appropriate the same amount to supple- 
ment the fiscal "84 operating budget for the 
regional library system; and of Article 33, 
to accept as a public sewer an 18-inch sewer 
that serves the West Andover Industrial 
Tech Park, as well as other West Andover 
properties 

The board voted to recommend disappro- 
val of four private articles: a $10,000 appro- 
priation for improvements to Ballardvale 
Green (Article 26); a $21,000 appropriation 
for drainage improvements and repaving of 


Bradley Road (Article 27); a request to 
have a summary annual report mailed to 
every household in town before annual town 
meeting (Article 30); and John Doyle’s 
request, repeated from last year, to have 
the selectmen try to undo a county ruling on 
Whispering Pines Way (Article 34). 

The selectmen have not taken positions 
on any zoning articles, including two condo- 
minium proposals, because they wish to 
discuss those articles with planning chair- 
man Bradshaw first. Bradshaw will meet 
with the selectmen later this month. 


Questions Remain About Condo Proposals 


With questions still remaining about two 
condominium proposals on the annual town 
meeting warrant, the Planning Board has 
yet to take a position on either plan, Plan- 
ning Board Chairman Margaret Bradshaw 
said this week. 


The chairman said the planners may dis- 
cuss the condo articles again during their 
next meeting, scheduled for next Tuesday 
night. 


James Barenboim’s plans for a 12.5-acre 
condo development off Poor Street in 
Shawsheen Village (Article 50) require a 
two-thirds town meeting vote to rezone the 
property from Single Residence A to Apart- 
ment zoning. The planners are concerned 
about legal technicalities surrounding con- 
servation restrictions they would like to see 
applied to the land, Bradshaw said; lawyers 
for Barenboim and the town are currently 
discussing those technicalities 


Robert Flannery and his son, Robert Jr., 
have proposed a 33-acre condo development 
off North Street that needs town meeting 
approval of rezoning from Single Residence 
C to Apartment zoning (Article 51). The 
planning board is concerned about water 
and fire protection for the site, as well as 
questions about the conservation restriction 
similar to their questions about the 
Shawsheen site, Bradshaw said 


The board has, however, taken a position 
on a number of articles. They have voted to 
recommend disapproval of a rezoning re- 
quest from John Caron of the Caron Fune- 
ral Home, North Andover, who hopes to 
rezone an Elm Street residential site for 
business, to open an Andover funeral home 
(Article 52) 


And they voted against a proposal from 
the Andover Savings Bank to allow banks to 
do business in any industrial zone (Article 
54) 


The planners have voted to recommend 
approval of three zoning articles (46, 47 and 
48) that define and regulate the use of 
residential homes for ‘‘home occupations. ”’

They have also voted to recommend ap-

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A Planning Dilemma 


The Planning Board is faced with the responsibi- 
lity of overseeing the orderly growth of Andover 
It is charged with insuring that the town maintains 
a distinctive balance of residential, commercial 
and industrial development in a manner which will 
not be detrimental to the community’s character. 

It is a difficult task at best and one which at 
times must be a frustrating one, considering the 
continued growth, the anticipated needs, and the 
time constraints placed upon planners when new 
proposals are presented for town meeting consid- 
eration. 

A couple of decisions made this past week, 
indicate a continued philosophy maintained by 
Andover planners for many years, and one consid- 
ered not completely in the best interests of the 
community. 

In the rejection of the rezoning proposal for Elm 
Street, to allow for conversion of a house to a 
funeral home, the board more or less reaffirmed 
its feeling that there should be no expansion of the 
town’s central business district. 

And, in denying a bank’s plan to locate a facility 
in the West Andover industrial park, the board re- 
emphasized the contention that no commercial 
ventures should enter the industrial area. 

Both matters ultimately will be up to town 
meeting voters to decide, but the planning board 
opinion and decision makes the presentation and 
acceptance somewhat of a dilemma for town resi- 
dents. 

There is serious doubt about maintaining the 
central business district within its present con- 
fines. 

There is no room for additional business, or 
development of professional offices, or provision 
for services such as the funeral home within the 
allowed zoning in the downtown area. 

Contention has been for some time that a serious 
look should be given to allowing some expansion in 
the fringe areas of the downtown business district 
in order to provide for orderly expansion. 

There has been constant rejection of such 
thought by planners and in some cases town meet- 


ing. 


There have been proposals to initiate a funeral 
service just off the downtown area in the past. An 
Andover resident attempted on several occasions 
to locate such a service on Main street at Locke 
street. The effort was constantly rejected by ei- 
ther the zoning board or planners. 

There would seem a need for such service now, 
with one of the two funeral directors in the com- 
munity about to retire and with that decision close 
the Elm Street funeral home. 


It would seem then, that a proposal to locate a 
needed service within the same proximity of an 
existing similar operation would be in the interests 
of the community. Such action seems appropriate 
in view of another type service operation a short 
distance from the proposed site which provides a 
constant clogging of traffic with parked repair and 
tow trucks. 


As for the banking operation, this too, points up a~ 


need for attention to be given to the West Andover 
area. 


As in the case of the funeral home, this is not the 
first time that a West Andover proposal has been 
given a negative municipal response. A few years 
ago a bank expressed a desire to take over the 
Shattuck farm property, install a banking service 
and offices and maintain the historical character 
of the famed Andover farm in today’s high-tech 
surroundings 

Andover officials rejected the idea. 

Again, some consideration is needed for the 
West Andover area, not just banking service alone, 
but provisions to allow a convenience store to bes 
placed in the area for the convenience of our West 
Andover neighbors. 

While it may be nice to continue to maintain an 
atmosphere of the residential community with 
preferential industrial and commercial devel- 
opment, it seems the community must also be 
aware of the needs of the entire community, and 
sometimes liberalize views. 


It seems improper, after all, to become an over- 
ly-exclusive community.

To Salt 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I object to the spreading of pure salt on 
Andover'’s streets. 

In the area with which I am most familiar 
(Spring Grove Road, Porter Road, Abbot Street) at 
last three times this winter a heavy application of 
pure salt was spread. Two of these times there 
wasn't even any snow, just a few small ice patches 
on dry streets. 

Salt is lethal. It kills the trees and other vegeta- 
tion. It takes years to wash out of the soil once it 
gets into it. It pollutes waterways. (It also dissolves 
cars, damages footwear, wood finishes, carpets, 
etc.) 

A mixture of mostly sand with a little salt is used 
effectively in many municipalities. Until this win- 
ter, that seemed to be Andover’s practice. The 
change to quantities of salt is appalling. 

I am sending a copy of this letter to the Town 
Manager and Selectmen requesting them to please 
go back to using sand with a minimum of salt and to 
instruct the drivers to spread it selectively and 
sparingly where needed.

I 
am referring to two statements I made which were 
quoted in the paper. 

The first claimed that the Russians/Soviets don’t 
envy us our democracy. Such a statement was an 
overly simplistic one for me to make. The Soviets 
are suspicious of our pluralistic system. Thanks to 
Soviet propaganda they believe that a democratic 
system of government breeds disorder which in 
turn breeds high crime rates, unemployment, infla- 
tion, etc. Surely the average Soviet citizen does 
desire to have the freedom to read all types of 
literature, to debate freely within the privacy of 
one’s home and to travel at will throughout the 
U.S.S.R. and the world. Beyond this, the many 
brave Soviets who petition for civil rights are testi- 
mony to the fact that the lack of basic human 
freedoms is strongly felt in the U.S.S.R 

The other point concerns the overly grave image 
of food shortages which I inadvertently put forth 
During the winter there are shortages of vegeta- 
bles, fruit and red meat. However, once the warm 
weather arrives, fruits and vegetables are im- 
ported into Moscow from the other republics and 
Russian peasant farmers sell their produce at 
farmers markets in the cities 

When I said that one of the most ‘‘beautiful’’ 
things about Russians is their generosity, I went on 
to describe how a Russian woman will bring out her 
‘treasures’’ to show a guest. Such valued items 
might be pre-revolutionary books, paintings, samo- 
vars or foreign items, never ‘‘a bit of chocolate.”’

WASHINGTON — Last 
year, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture arranged for the 
distribution of surplus Ched- 
dar cheese to schools, hospi- 
tals and charities. But the 
USDA recently halted the 
practice of handing out raw 
cheese, choosing instead to 
have it processed first. 

What this means is that all 
surplus cheese in the givea- 
way program will now be 
pasteurized and blended into 
‘American” cheese. USDA 
officials maintain that most 
people prefer this bland- 
tasting product to sharp 
Cheddar. The officials also 
say that processed cheese is 
easier to store. 

But processed cheese 
costs an average 3 cents a 

more than unpro- 
cessed Cheddar. The differ- 
ence appears to be small, 
but if all the available 
cheese were distributed in 
the unprocessed form, the 
savings could add up to $2 
million a month. 

The decision to terminate 
the distribution of raw Ched- 
dar has also had a devastat- 
ing effect on several small 
companies which had been 
hired by the government to 
cut up and package the 
cheese. At the Kickapoo Val- 
ley Cheese Co. in Sherry, 
Wis., 250 workers were laid 
off due to the loss of govern- 
ment contracts. Two other 
small plants in Wisconsin 
were also affected. 

Larger corporations such 
as Kraft, Borden and Clear- 
field, on the other hand, are 
reaping some benefits from 
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USDA’s cheese pian is 
full of holes 


the USDA decision. They 
have been pasteurizing and 
processing the Cheddar into 
American cheese and will 
now have the entire pro- 
gram exclusively for them- 
selves. 

Meanwhile, 839 million 
pounds of Cheddar cheese 
are gathering mold in gov- 
ernment warehouses. “I can 
see (cutting back the distri- 
bution program) if the 
inventory had run out,” said 
an official of one of the 
affected small firms. “But if 
you have 800 to 900 million 

ds sitting around, it’s 
ind of hard to justify the 
curtailing of the program.” 

KEEPING IT CLEAN: 
Ronald Reagan’s two wom- 
en Cabinet secretaries will 
be hitting the campaign trail 
early and often this year. 
The president’s strategists 
want to show off Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Margaret Heckler and 
Transportation Secretary 
Elizabeth Dole.

er brief, the whole trip will 
be paid for by the re-election 
committee. That will be the 
case even if the political 
appearance occurs during 
an Official trip. 

PEPPER’S PLAN: No one 
would ever confuse Rep. 
Claude Pepper, D-Fla., with 
Scarlett O'Hara. But the 83- 
year-old congressman is 
being eagerly courted by the 
Democratic presidential 
candidates, and he is being 
just as coy as any Southern 
belle. 

Pepper is a leader in the 
movement to secure and 
protect the rights of older 
Americans. He hopes to lead 
as many as 500 senior citi- 
zens to the Democratic con- 
vention as delegates, and 
that many silver hairs would 
be pure gold to any presi- 
dential hopeful. 

Pepper plans to hold five 
senior citizens’ rallies 
around the country this 
spring. The first one will be 
in Atlanta on March 9. The 
purpose of the meetings is to 
fire up elder Americans and 
get them to run for delegate 
slotS.

have room for 35 on-site spaces — which, 
under current zoning laws, would permit 
him to provide 75 seats. He hopes to provide 
seating for 130, which would require an 
additional 15 spaces. 

The restaurateur said he has applied to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals for a special 
permit that would allow him to seat 130 
with his existing parking; he is scheduled to 
appear before the ZBA next month 

But that special permit may prove unnec- 
essary, depending on how town meeting 
votes on a proposed zoning bylaw change 
next month. That zoning amendment would 
eliminate an existing law that gives mer- 
chants a parking credit if they are located 
near town lots. 

If the proposed change is defeated, the 
von Berkhouts will be allowed to seat 130 
with their 35 parking spaces. They cannot 
count on that parking credit, however, until 
town meeting decides the question. The 
final determination of whether the restau- 
rant has enough parking rests with the 
building inspector. « 

The von Berkhouts also need a common 
victualler’s license to serve food in the 
restaurant, which they will seek after the 
restaurant is ready to open and the Board of 
Health has inspected the premises. 

The only other issue remaining: whether 
the von Berkhouts will indeed name their 
restaurant — which will feature duck dishes 
on its menu — The Duck of Andover. That 
name inspired a few comments (and puns) 
during last week’s public hearing.

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New Heart Techniques 


A new diagnostic technique that could 
eliminate the need for coronary bypass 
surgery for thousands of patients has been 
developed by cardiologists at the Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich., VA Medical Center and the 
University of Michigan Medical School. 

The new technique, which is described in 
the January issue of the ‘American Heart 
Journal,’ enables doctors to obtain such 
precise measurements of the heart's blood 
supply that they can determine immedi- 
ately whether the patients will require by- 
pass surgery or whether the blocked 
arteries can be reopened by the simpler, 
non-surgical procedure known as balloon 
angioplasty

A recount of all ballots cast in the election March 2 will be 
held in the town clerk’s office Saturday morning at 9.

Although the petitions 
do not specify for whom the recount is requested, the closest 
contest was between William Stewart and former Selectman 
Sidney P. White, who was defeated by 11 votes. 

The Reichhold Chemical Company will expand its produc- 
tion of epoxy resins at its Lowell Junction facility this year, 
if Appeals Board approval is forthcoming on a petition to 
vary the industrial zoning by-law.

The superintendent said he was confident 
the deficit would be eliminated. ‘‘This com- 
mittee will not be going to town meeting,”’ 
Seifert said. ‘We will have a balanced 
budget at the end of the year.”’ 

Chairman Richard Neal noted that the 
schoo! department has never ended a year 
with a budget deficit, and in many years has 
returned money to the town at the end of a 
fiscal year 

Business Manager Francis Paul pre- 
sented the committee with e brighter out- 
look for the deficit Tuesday, projecting it at 
$35,000 to $40,000. a ‘‘more comfortable
